JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 8.— 
State Senator Phil M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon, inaugurated Missouri's 
forty-first Governor in the spacious 
but simply decorated rotunda of 
the State Capitol at noon today, 
urged on the Legislature in his 
inaugural address that it make a 
careful study of Missouri River 
flood control with a view to the 
enactment of legislation for full 
co-operation with flood-control 
plans of the Federal Government. 

He sidestepped reference to the 
creation of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, sjmilar to TVA, which 
President Roosevelt has recom- 
mended to Congress as necessary 
for effective co-operation of the 
states in reaching the important 
objectives in the planning of de- 
velopment of the entire Missouri 
Valley. 

In fact, the Governor was cau- 
tious throughout his entire address 


in avoiding the appearance of at- 
tempting to dictate to the Legis- 
lature or express positive views on 
the State subjects to which he 
directed attention. Rather, he ad- 
vised the Legislature to make its 
own studies and reach its own 
conclusions. 
Flood Control. 

On the subject of flood control, 
he said: “Missouri is one of the 
states in the Missouri River drain- 
age basin, and, therefore, has a 
vital interest in the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s plan for utilization of 
the water resources of the Mis-

New York, Other Eastern 
Ports Mdy Be Bombed 
in Next 30 or 60 Days, 
Ingram Says.

AN EAST COAST PORT, Jan. 
8 (AP).—Adm. Jonas H. Ingram, 
commander in chief of the United 
States Atlantic Fleet, said today 
that enemy robot bomb action 
against New York and other At- 
lantic points “is possible and prob- 
able within the next 30 or 60 
days.” 

“If such an attempt is made,” 
Adm. Ingram told a press confer- 
ence, “it would probably be limit- 
ed to 10 or 12 bombs. These would 
not be of the ‘block-buster’ type. 
They might strike a building and 
destroy it, but the casualties 
would be nothing like those which 
the people of London are suffer- 
ing under.” 


“Effective steps have been tak- 
en” to meet the threat, he said, 
adding that meanwhile “there is 
no reason for anyone to become 
alarmed.” 


Asserting he had been author- 
ized at a recent conference with 
members of the general staff 
in Washington to make a state- 
ment concerning the Atlantic 
Fleet and to assure the public that 
both Army and Navy were well 
prepared to ward off any robot 
bomb attacks, Adm. Ingram said: 

“If the Germans attempt to send 
robot bombs against New York or 
Washington, the weapons. will 
hardly be of the explosive type, 
as those being used against Lon- 
don. This is because the weapons 
would carry less fuel and less ex- 
plosives than are being used in 
the attacks on London.” 


Adm, Ingram said there were 
three possible means by which 
buzz bombs might be directed at 
Air- 
plane, submarine or surface ship. 
However, he said, the Atlantic 
Ocean was under “mighty fine pro- 
tection” from submarine or sur- 
face ship approach.

U-BOAT ‘WINTER OFFENSIVE’ 
IS UNDER WAY IN ATLANTIC

LONDON, Jan. 8.—German sub- 
marines have launched a “winter 
offensive.” 

In his state of the Union ad- 
dress Saturday President Roose- 
velt confirmed that U-boat activ- 
ity recently had increased and 
warned that the battle of the At- 
lantic still demanded vigilance. 

Since then it has been learned, 
on reliable authority, that in the 
last several days the enemy has 
tried to execute widespread at- 
tacks in large numbers against 
Allied shipping. No figures are 
available, but there is good reason 
to hope that this offensive will go 
the way of all previous German 
submarine assaults, despite the uS»

JAPS LAND ON CHINA COAST 
TO MILES NORTH OF FOOCHOW 


Operation Apparently Aimed at 
Establishing Defenses Against 
U. S. Invasion. 
CHUNGKING, Jan. 8 (AP).— 


Japanese forces have landed fresh, 


troops on the coast of northeast- 
ern Fukien Province in an obvious 
preparation to counter any Ameri- 
can attempt to established beach- 
heads on the Asiatic mainland, the 


Chinese high command announced 
tonight. 

The Japanese landed Dec. 26 and 
advanced inland, occupying Siapu, 
about 70 miles northeast of Japa- 
nese-held Foochow. A Chinese 
counterattack rewon Siapu Jan. 3, 
and the enemy .retreated to the 
east, the high command said. 

Although the Japanese have bi- 
sected China with a corridor to 
Indo-China, much of the territory 
east of their line remains in Chi- 
nese hands. The Japanese appar- 
ently want to be in position, to 
rush troops to any point where 
‘American forces might secure 
lodgment.

LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Mos- 
cow announced tonight that Red 
Army forces repulsed German at- 
tacks to relieve the entrapped 
Nazi garrison in Budapest, knock- 
ing out 90 German tanks south of 
the Danube, and continued thelr 
own advance westward north of 
the Danube, 


LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP).—Russian 
forces have given up the important 
Danube town of Esztergom before 
powerful German counterattacks 
bent on relieving the trapped gar- 
rison at Budapest, 20 miles to the 
south, but have registered a 12%- 
mile gain north of the Danube in 
an outflanking threat to the at- 
tacking Nazis, Moscow announced 
early today. 

A broadcast Soviet communique 
said 1400 Germans had been killed, 
300 captured and 49 tanks and 16 
armored troop carriers knocked 
out before the evacuation of Esz- 
tergom, and reported enemy prog- 
ress had been checked below the 
city. Moscow had previously ac- 
knowledged the loss of other lo- 
calities. 

The German high command as- 
serted its counterdrive had gained 
up to 25 miles. 

Esztergom was captured Dec. 26 
by the Reds. The Berlin radio

Stand at St. Vith Likely. 


Under cover of a heavy snow- 
fall, the Germans apparently were 
giving up the western tip, nearly 
Squeezed into a pocket. There 
were indications, however, that 
the Germans were preparing strong 
defenses farther east around St. 
Vith with the design of making 
it as costly as possible for the 
Allies to push the rest of the way 
into Germany. 

What Von Rundstedt will try 
to do next probably depends on 
how his panzer armies shape up 
when he gets them out of the 
bulge. He likely will be able to 
put on new attacks alon the 
front, but they probably will lack 
the force of his effort in the 
Ardennes. And they probably will 
find the Allies prepared—in the 
words of Field Marshal Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery, with the 
“front in balance and tidied up.” 

Most military estimates look 
on the German offensive in Al- 
sace as a secondary diversion de- 
signed -to draw troops from Lt, 
Gen, George S. Patton’s Army. 

Terrain Favors Defense. 

The Americans and French 
there have scores of heavily 
wooded and mountain areas in 
which to fight costly delaying ac- 
tions. 

The Alsace area is the place on 
the front where the Germans 
would have to go the farthest to 
gain the least. 

The closing of the pincers be- 
tween Bastogne and Dochamps in 
Belgium would not snares a big 
bag of Germans, it is expected. 
Von Rundstedt is sacrificing in- 
fantry in order to get his valued 
SS. armored forces out. 

But closing of the _ pincers 
would considerably shorten the 
Western front and release Allied 
troops for other duties, 


GERMAN THREAT TO 
STRASBOURG EASED

PARIS, Jan. 8 (AP).—Lt. Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges’ First Army 
has captured five villages and 
won domination of 15 miles 
of the St. Vith-La Roche highway, 
one of the two escape routes for 
three crack panzer divisions in the 
tip of the Belgian bulge. 

The Third Army, on the south, 
captured Flamierge, two miles 
from the last German road leading 
from Libramont through Houffa- 
lize to St. Vith, This road was 
under artillery fire from both 
sides of the salient. 

American and British assault 
teams on the 30-mile attack front 
on the northern side of the bulge 
kept up their slow, measured 
gains and the British Sixth Air- 
borne Division, veterans of Nor-

The German diversionary threat 
to Strasbourg was described of- 
ficially as apparently lessened as 
the Allies hurled in_ counter- 
attacks against German armor 
which speared north on the Rhine 
city from the Colmar pocket. The 
Allies wrested back some of the 
ground lost eight miles north of 
the city on the west bank of the 
Rhine. 

Supreme headquarters was silent 
concerning the German bridge- 
head thrust across the Maas 
(Meuse) River in Holland north 
of Venlo. 

The most important gain on the 
First Army front was made by the 
Eighty-second Airborne Division, 
led by 37-year-old Maj. Gen. James 
N. Gavin. The sky troops seized 
the Thierdumont Ridge, northwest 
of Salmchateau, which commands 
much of the St. Vith-La Roche 
road. 

Highway Under Fire. 

The highway was under Ameri- 
can domination from Vielsalm, 
north of Salmchateau, to a point 
beyond Dochamps. The “Hell on 
Wheels” Second Armored Divisoin 
occupied Dochamps itself. The 
highway was cut in numerous 
places and within artillery range 
for the rest of the 15-mile gap. 

Maj. Gen. Maurice Rose's Third 
Armored Division completed the 
occupation of Joubieval on the 
highway three miles west of Salm- 
chateau and fought into nearby 
Hebronval.

Fighting flared fiercely against 
the latest German onslaughts onto 
the northern edge of the Alsace 
plain, where the United States 
Seventh Army has been pushed 
back eight miles through the Wis- 
sembourg Gap.

The 20 divisions comprising Von

bornly as the American First and 
Third Armies and elements of the 
Ninth and the British Second 
Army compressed the perimeter of 
the salient. 

South of captured Lierneaux, the 
First Army advanced two miles, 
taking La Falaise and Fraiture 
and cutting the St. Vith-La Roche 
road at three spots. One of these 
cuts was made by “Hogan’s Task 
Force,” a celebrated unit of the 
Third Armored Division led by Lt. 
Col. Sam Hogan of Fort Worth, 
Tex. 

The Third Army on the south 
increased the threat to the Ger- 
mans by taking Flamierge, five 
miles northwest of Bastogne and 
a mile and a half northwest of 
Mande-St. Etienne. Limited gains 
were reported southeast of Bas- 
togne to within a mile east of 
Harlange. 

The Germans counterattacked 
the Third Army several times, the 
strongest being southeast of Wiltz 
around Dahl.

SUPREME COURT SETS ASIDE 
CURB ON WESTERN UNION WIRES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court set aside to- 
day an order restraining West- 
ern Union from sending interstate 
messages from offices where it 
has employes under 16 years of 
age. Justice Jackson delivered 
the Court’s 5-to-4 decision.

GURBING UNIONS 


Rules, 5 to 4, Statute on 
' Registering Organizers 


Infringes on Rights of 


Free Speech, Assembly. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).—| 
A Texas law requiring paid labor | 
union organizers to register with 
the Secretary of State before so-| 
liciting for members was. de-| 
clared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court today in a 5-to-4 
decision. 

Justice Rutledge delivered the 


majority opinion. Justice Roberts 
wrote a dissenting opinion in 
which Chief Justice Stone and 
Justices Reed and Frankfurter 
concurred. 

R. J. Thomas, Detroit, a CIO 
vice president and president of 
the United Automobile Workers, 
had challenged validity of the 
statute. 

He appealed gfter being ad- 
judged in contempt of court for 
violating a Texas court’s order 
which enjoined him from solicit- 
ing for union members without 
registering with the Secretary of 
State and obtaining an organizer’s 
card. The Texas court sentenced 
him to three days’ imprisonment 
and fined him $100. 

Majority Opinion. 

The Supreme Court majority 
stated “that the state has power 
to regulate labor unions with a 
view to protecting the public in- 
terest is, as the Texas court said, 
hardly to be doubted.” 

“They (labor unions) cannot 
claim special immunity from regu- 
lation,” Justice Rutledge’s opinion 
continued. “Such regulation, how- 
ever, whether aimed at fraud or 
other abuses, must not trespass 
upon’ the domains set apart for 
free speech and free assem- 
ee 

“That there was restriction upon 
Thomas’s right to speak and the 
rights of the workers to hear 
what he had to say, there can be 
no doubt. The threat of the re- 
straining order, backed by the 
power of contempt, and of arrest 
for crime, hung over every word. 

“A speaker in such  circum- 
stances could avoid the words 
‘solicit,’ ‘invite,’ ‘join.’ It would 
be impossible to avoid the idea. 
The statute requires no specific 
formula. 

Free Speech Imperiled. 

“When legislation or its applica- 
tion can confine labor leaders on 
such occasions (as the Thomas 
speech) to innocuous and abstract 
discussion of the virtues of trade 
union and so becloud even this 
with doubt, uncertainty and the 
risk of penalty, freedom of speech 
for them will be at an end. 

“A restriction so destructive of 
the right of public discussion, 
without greater or more imminent 
danger to the public interest than 
existed in this case, is incompat-

Tn his dissenting opinion, Justice 
Roberts said that the Texas Su- 
preme Court had found conditions 
éxist there which justify and re- 
quire identification of paid or- 
ganizers. 

“There is not a word of evidence 
in the record to contradict these 
conclusions,” Justice Roberts said.

CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP). — The 
Federal Government accused 
Montgomery Ward & Co. today of 
carrying on a “campaign” against 
wartime labor dispute settlement 
procedures, thereby threatening to 
break down that whole machinery 
to “endanger the national 
economy.” 


In asking United States District 
Judge Philip L. Sullivan to re- 
strain Ward’s from alleged inter- 
ference with Army operation of 16 
company properties in seven cities, 
Hugh B. Cox, assistant Solicitor 
said a situation existed

“This is not a case of refusal to 
comply with one order of the War 


‘Labor Board: it is a course of con- 


duct,” Cox asserted. “This is no 
time for private vendettas or eco- 
nomic feuds. The United States 
has the power to deal with these 
disputes.” 

Admitting WLB decisions are 
unreviewable and unenforceable in 
the courts, as the company has 
contended, Cox said the Govern- 
ment was not asking this court to 
uphold a WLB order, ut “to up- 
hold the structure of the war la- 
bor machinery—a distinction rec- 
ognized by the courts.” 


He asserted that if labor be- 
came convinced one or any group 
of employers could defy the war 
labor machinery, then labor would 
conclude it was a “one-way 
street” and might revoke the no- 
strike pledge. 

Pat the outset Government and 
company counsel agreed to defer 
temporarily argument on the mer- 
its of the case in which the Gov- 
ernment seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment to establish legality of the 
seizure Dec. 28. They proceeded 
on the injunction question itself. 

Cox said the company contended 
it had given no physical inter- 
ference to the Army forces under 
Maj. Gen, Joseph W. Byron but 
the Government felt interference 
need not be physical and believed 
it had established a case of in- 
terference through affidavits filed 
by Army officers. 

“The real issue is whether the 


United States has the power in 
time of war under the statutes 
and the Constitution to take pos- 
session of properties where an ex- 
isting situation threatens the out- 
come of the war,” Cox said. “We 
have here a dangerous situation 
which threatens the outcome of 
the war. 


“There is no issue of confisca- 
tion here. These people (the com- 
pany) are:entitled to fair com- 
pensation during Government con- 
trol of the properties.” 


He said the President had seized 
properties before, sometimes in 
cases where management, and 
sometimes where labor. refused to 
accept WLB recommendations, 
citing seizure of the coal mines in 
1943“which led to passage of the 
War Labor Disputes (Smith-Con- 
nally) Act in June, 1943. 


That act, Cox said, authorized 
the WLB to take jurisdiction oyer 
any dispute which might lead to 
substantial interference with the 
war effort. Settlement procedure, 
he continued, cannot function un- 
less everyone complies, adding: 
“You cannot expect labor to ac- 
quiesce in WLB directives if man- 
agement does not.” 


‘He said Montgomery Ward was 
one of the two largest merchan- 
dising organizations in the world, 
with a 600-million-dollar business 
annually and 30 million customers. 

“A company of that kind bears 
a direct, substantial and almost 
crucial importance in our econ- 

y,” he said. 

On the question of whether 
Ward’s is a war plant, Cox said 
the Government’s position was 
that Ward's deals in articles use- 
ful in the war effort. 

He conceded Ward's -is not es- 
sentially a manufacturing institu- 
tion, but that the word “produc- 
tion” as used in the War Labor 
Disputes Act “is not limited to 
manufacturing or processing, but 
includes all steps, processing, stor- 
age and distribution.” That conno- 
tation of “production,” he said, 
was the intent of Congress, add- 
ing that “a given concern may 
have a war contract even if it is 
only a supply contract instead of 
an actual production contract.” 


this court ought not incontinently 
to reject the state’s considered 
views of policy.” 

Justice Roberts said that, “if 
anyone pursues solicitation as a

TIGHTENED DRATT 
POLICY GUTS WAR 
PLANT ABSENCES 


Further Improvement 
Here, With More Job 
Applicants, Expected 
After Week-end Orders. 


Absenteeism and job-quitting at 
St. Louis war plants have been 
markedly reduced since the tight- 
ening up of draft policies began 
in mid-December, Col. John G. 
Christy, assistant State Selective 
Service director in charge of the 
St. Louis area, told the Post- 
Dispatch today. 

He said he expected further im- 
provement in this direction, as 


well as in the movement of older 
men into essential jobs, under the 
additional “work or fight” orders 
issued over the week end. 

One large war plant, Col. Chris- 
ty said, for the first time last Fri- 
day reported “zero absenteeism.” 
The plant, which employs about 
3000 men, formerly had absentee- 
ism of from 10 to 15 per cent daily. 
The same plant reported that 
about 200 men formerly quit their 
jobs during a given three-week 
period. Since the new manpower 
announcements, it has had prac- 
tically no separations, Col. Christy 
said. 

At one aircraft plant hiring has 
increased nearly 50 per cent, with 
nearly all the applicants being 
men between the ages of 30 and 
37, Col. Christy reported. Figures 
on new hirings at still another 
plant were 52 men for the first 
four days of December compared 
with 143 in the first four days 
of January, with separations drop- 
ping more than 25 per cent. Ab- 
senteeism in this case declined 
from about 8 to about 1 per cent. 

Col. Christy said Selective Serv- 
ice does not approve of men un- 
der 30 shifting from non-essential 
to essential employment. He point- 
ed out that the men in this young- 
er group would be needed to fill 
draft quotas. 

Only in a few isolated cases have 
draft boards in St. Louis found it 
necessary to reclassify men who 
have left essential jobs and send 
them to induction centers, Col. 
Christy said. He pointed out that 
physical disabilities are no longer 
a bar to reclassification into 1-A, 
and that the Army has now low- 
ereed its standards to draft men 
leaving war jobs.

The last strong interception was 
Dec. 28 when MacArthur's com- 
munique reported 50 enemy fight- 
ers over Clark Field, of which 39 
were shot down, Hutcheson said.

MacArthur also reported bomb- 
ers and fighters attacked enemy 
installations on Negros and Min- J 


danao islands in the Philippines 
and kept up raids in the Moluc- 
cas, the Dutch East Indies, New 
Britain, New Ireland and on Bou- 
gainville in the Solomons, 

Nearly 700 more Japanese were 
killed and 11 captured in further 
mopping up on Leyte. 

Nimitz in his communique also 
announced other surface actions 
which ranged northward to the 
Bonin and Kurile islands, showing 
that the United States fleet power 
in the Pacific is strong enough to 
strike simultaneously at both ends 
and in the center of a 3000-mile 
arc above the equator. 

In the northern Pacific, the sur- 
face unit which struck at the Ku- 
riles Friday bombarded Suribachi 
on Paramushiro, main Japanese 
base in that far northern island 
group.

Text of Roosevelt Letter. 

The text of Roosevelt's letter fol- 
lows: 

“My dear Senator Radcliffe: 

“In your letter of Dec. 20, you 
suggest that there should be somé 
form of a moratorium during 
which insurance companies will 
have an opportunity to readjust 
their practices in order to bring 
them into conformity with the Su- 
preme Court decision in the South- 
eastern Underwriters’ Association 
case, and during which legislation 
might be enacted. The Attorney 
General advises me that several 
months ago he told the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee that no new 
antitrust prosecutions against in- 
surance companies would be insti- 
tuted during a reasonable read- 
justment period. 

“The responsibility for the regu- 
lation of the business of insurance 
has been left with the states; and 
I can assure you that this admin- 


t 
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legislation to regulate {nsurance or 
to interfere with the continued 
regulation and taxation by the 
states of the business of insurance. 
But there is no conflict between 


the application of the antitrust 
laws and effective state regulation 
of insurance companies, and there 
is no valid reason for giving any 
special exemption from the anti- 
trust laws to the business of in- 
surance. The antitrust laws pro- 
hibit private rate-fixing arrange- 
ments between insurance compa- 
nies and acts of boycott, coercion 
or intimidation. The antitrust 
laws do not conflict with affirma- 
tive regulation of insurance by 
the states such as agreed insur- 
ance rates if they are affirmative- 
ly approved ‘by state officials, 

“Senator O'Mahoney introduced 
a bill in the last Congress which 
would have provided for a mora- 
torium from the Sherman Act, ex- 
cept for acts of boycott, coercion 
or intimidation, until March 1, 
1946. This would appear to give 
sufficient time to permit the nec- 
essary readjustment to the Su- 
preme Court decision. I would fa- 
vor legislation of this general 
character. It would permit the or- 
derly correction of abuses which 
have existed in the insurance busi- 
ness and would preserve the 
right of the states to regulate with 
full responsibility.”

IELD MARSHAL SIR BERNARD L. MONTGOMERY declared 
yesterday that Allied teamwork, and especially the 
“courage and good fighting quality” of American troops, had

halted the German drive into Belgium. 


The battle is “far from over,” he 


asserted, but the Germans “have 
been halted, then sealed off, and 
we are now in the process of writ- 
ing them off,” with the initiative 
in Allied hands. 

At his first press conference in 
months, the colorful Briton com- 
manding four armies north of the 
German bulge told how Field Mar- 
shal Karl Rudolf Gerd von Rund- 
stedt’s thrust developed and how 
he moved to meet it. 

Time and again he stressed that 
above all it was the fighting abil- 
ity of American doughboys and 
their “tenacity in battle that 
makes a great soldier” that has 
really saved the situation by the 
stands at St. Vith, Bastogne, and 
south of Monschau. 

Praises Five Divisions. 

He singled out two American 
armored divisions, the Second and 
Seventh, and two United States 
Airborne divisions, the Eighty- 
second and 10ist, and the 106th 
Infantry as doing a great job. He 
also lauded the United States Sev- 
enth Corps, and praised Gen. Eis- 
enhower’s leadership. 


“What was Von Rundstedt trying 
to achieve? I don’t know,” Mont- 
gomery said in an hour-long talk. 
“The only guide we have is his 
order of the day which told his 
soldiers they must go all out on 
this last big effort. 

“On the map you see his gains, 
that will not win the war. He is 
slowly but sureiy to lose it all. 
He must have scraped together 
every reserve he could lay his 
hands on for his job.... 

“One must admit that he has 
dealt a sharp blow and he has 
gent us reeling back, but we re- 
©eovered and he has been unable 
to gain any great advantage. He 
has therefore failed in his stra- 
tegic purpose, unless the prize is 
smaller than his men were told.” 

Striding about in a paratroop- 
er's battle jacket, with his hands 
in his pockets, Montgomery 
stressed, however, that the battle 
was not yet over. 


Split American Forces. 


“Von Rundstedt attacked on 
Dec. 16,” he said. “He obtained 
a tactical surprise. He drove a 
deep wedge_into the center of the 
First Army and split American 
forces in two. The situation looked 
as if it might become awkward.

MONTGOMERY PUTS 
VON RUNDSTEDT IN 
‘HALL OF NAZI FAME?’ 


TWENTY-FIRST ARMY GROUP 
HEADQUARTERS, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
Von Rundstedt’s’ picture has 
joined that of Rommel in Field 
Marshal Montgomery’s pictorial 
hall of enemy fame. 

“T used to think Rommel was 
good,” Montgomery told reporters 
yesterday. “But Von Rundstedt 
could ‘knock him for six.’ He (Von 
Rundstedt) is the best General 
I've come up against in this war. 
I've got his picture up on the 
wall of my room alongside Rom- 
mel’s.” 

Montgomery’s habit of keeping a 
picture of Field Marshal Rommel 
always before him has been fa- 
mous since the North African cam- 
paign. Rommel was 6 fatally 
wounded last summer in Norman- 


dy. 


The Germans had broken right 
through the spot and were head- 
ing for Meuse. 

“As soon as IT saw what was 
happening, I took certain steps 
myself to insure that if the Ger- 
mans got to the Meuse they could 
certainly not get over that river. 
And I carried out certain move- 
ments so as to provide balanced 
dispositions to meet the threat- 
ened danger.” 

Montgomery at the time had 
command only of the British Sec- 
ond and Canadian First armies, 


and on his own he shifted some 
troops south to meet the threat. 

“Then the situation began to de- 
feriorate, but the whole Allied 
team rallied to meet the danger. 
Nationa] considerations were 
thrown overboard: Gen. Elisen- 
hower placed me in command of 
the whole northern front. 

“T employed the whole available 
power of the British group of 
armies. This power was brought 
into play very gradually and in 
such a way that it would not in- 
terfere with American lines of 
communications. Finally it was 
put into battle with a bang, and 
today British divisions are fight- 
ing hard on the right flank of the 
United States First Army. 
This is g fine Allied picture. 


Great Issues at Stake. 


“The battle has been most in- 
teresting I think possibly it is 
one of the most interesting and 
tricky battles I have ever handled, 
with great issues at stake.” 

Montgomery strode about a 
small platform like a schoolmas- 
ter, and explained his theory of 
battle. 

“The first thing you do in a 
battle is to shape it to your de- 
sire. You must have poise and 
balance so that no matter what 
the enemy does it will not push 
you off balance. 

“You must look around for 
weak spots and bring something 
up to plug them, and then after 
you have done that you can go 
ahead with your own plans. This 
is the terrific principle of battle. 
I learned it in Africa. 

“The battle area was untidy and 
so it had to be tidied up and I 
busied myself with getting it tidy 
and getting thfngs in balance. It 
was necessary to regroup the First 
and Ninth American armies and 
British armies. 

“I formed an offensive Army 
corps—the Seventh — under the 
very fine American Gen. Collins 
(Maj. Gen. J. Lawton Collins) and 
had to decide where to put it. It 
turned out that where I put it was 
mot a bad place, although it was a 
large part luck.” 


Thrust Toward Liege. 
Althougn ne had placed the Sev- 
enth Corps there for offensive pur- 
poses, Montgomery continued, Von 
tundstedt tried a powerful left 
hook up the Meuse towards Liege 
and ran right into the power of 


the American Second Armored Di-| 


vision under Maj. Gen. Ernest N. 
Harmon. In a furious battle this 
division virtually wiped out Von 
Rundstedt’s spearhead—the Second 
Panzer Division. 

“This changed plans, and I had 
to reform the corps again for an 
offensive, and this time it was 
good business and the Seventh 
Corps now is attacking. You can’t 
hurry these things. You must get 
well balanced and nave a tidy 
show. 

“We have haited the Germans, 
sealed them off, and are now writ- 
ing them off. German divisions 
have suffered heavily, but I say 
this about a battle. It is a very 
great mistake to think it is over. 
The worst parts are over, but a 
great deal more must be done, 

“There are two main reasons 
why Von Rundstedt was sealed off 
from achieving what he was after. 
The first of these is the good fight- 
ing qualities of the United States 
soldier, and the second is Allied 
teamwork. 


High Respect for Yanks. 


“T formed a very high opinion 
of the American soldier in Italy 
and Sicily,” Montgomery continued 
earnestly. “I have spent my life 
with the British soldier and I love 
the British soldier, but I have 
formed a great affection for the 
American soldier, who is a very 
brave fighting man who has that 
tenacity in battle which makes a 
great soldier. 


“He is basically responsible for 
stopping Von Rundstedt from 
what he set out to do. 


“He held out at Elsenborn there 
south of Monschau (the First, Sec- 
ond, Ninety-ninth and Thirtieth in- 
fantry divisions) when the great 
blow hit him and he stopped those 
SS Panzer divisions. 


“At St. Vith many United States 
troops were cut off and isolated, 
but in little groups they fought 
and held on to those vital road 
junctions, forcing the Germans to 
halt. It was a very fine perform- 
ance that the Seventh Armored 
Division and 106th Infantry Divi- 
sion put up. 


“Then there was the 101st Air- 
borne Division at Bastogne which 
put up a great performance. 

“On Dec. 20-21, I consulted Gen. 
Hodges (Lt. Gen. Courtney Hodges’ 
United States First Army com- 
mander) and suggested we must 
get those fine fighting men out 
of the St. Vith area and back in 
our lines. 


Mission Accomplished. 


“The Eighty-second Airborne Di- 
vision moved forward and got in 
contact with these elements and 
we pulled them back behind our 
lines. Then we ordered the Eighty- 
second back to better positions 
but they did not want to come 
and they protested, but I assured

MOSCOW, Jan. 8 (AP). 


T HE Communist party newspa- 
per Pravda denounced “the re- 
actionary American press” yes- 
terday as “friends and protectors 
of Hitlerites.” In an_ editorial 
praising the Bulgarian trial of al- 
leged war criminals, Pravda said: 

“Masses of people in countries 
liberated from the Hitlerites clam- 
or for retribution. The Hitlerites 
hope for indulgence through the 
protection of their friends in dem- 
ocratic countries, so they later may 
prepare their own revenge, 

“They have friends and protec- 
tors, indeed, Let’s examine, for in- 
stance, the way some American 
newspapers used the Pope’s Christ- 
mas message: 

“The Pope’s message was aimed 
to distract the minds of believers 
from the vital question of war and 
peace. The New York World-Tele- 
gram offered an article about ‘the 
claims of the Pope for a fair 
peace’ and the ‘guarantee of equal 
rights to defeated nations and van- 
quishers. The Washington Eve- 
ning Star attempted to prove ‘no 
permanent distinction should be 
made between conquerors and con- 
quered.’ These newspapers as well 
as the New York Sun swore that 
Pope Pius XII is a determined pro- 
tector of democracy. 

“If democracy means support of 
a Fascist regime (which is men- 
tioned with indignation by many 
American and British newspapers) 
the Pope is a Democrat. 

“The reactionary American press 
deduced well enough what the 
Vatican meant by a fair peace. 
The Christmas message of the 
Pope was used by pro-Fascist ele- 
ments to cloak vile actions of Hit- 
lerites under church authority.” 


The New York World-Telegram 
said editorially Dec. 26: 

“Without joining the advocates 
of a soft peace, the Pope insists 
that the settlement be just. In this 
he follows the Atlantic Charter. 
While ‘chastisement’ can be inflict- 
ed on the aggressor by the society 
of states, ‘so that war will always 
be subject to the stigma .of pro- 
scription,’ the defeated peoples 
should have hope of equal rights 
‘commensurate to their effective 
collaboration.’ ” 

The Washington Evening Star 
said editorially Dec. 27: 

“The Pope sees the hope of the 
future in the restoration of the 
concept of human dignity and re- 
sponsibility in both the peoples 
and their leaders, chosen by demo- 
cratic methods. He sees the proc- 
ess carried onto the international 
plane by an association of nations. 

. That association must be uni- 
versal, based upon the principle 
that mankind is a spiritual unity. 
This implies that the world must 
be guided by the principles of 
even-handed justice to all, with no 
permanent’ discriminations  be- 
tween the present victors and van- 
quished. Thus, and thus alone, can 
the current catastrophe be con- 
structively terminated and the 
world’s wounds healed.”

In Behalf of State Patrolmen 
Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorials in favor of the bills to 
increase postal workers’ salaries brings 
to mind another group of faithful public 
servants deserving of additional remun- 
eration. 

The group of untiring, ever watchful 
men to which I refer is the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol. The men in this 
splendid organization are ever mindful 
of their duties and, at one and the same 
time, are protector, friend and reason- 
ing adviser. Their reputation is estab- 
lished and every resident of this State 
can point with pride to their work. 

Every member of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol 
hours a day and the minimum daily as- 
signment is 10 hours. On many occa- 
sions, daily patrols have been even long- 
er due to the limited number of officers 
available. Sunday is just another work 
day to these guardians of our highways 
as they have just three days per month 
when they do not have to report for 
duty. A two-week vacation is provided. 

In return for their conscientious ef- 
fort, these men receive a base pay of 
$150 per month, The only added com- 
pensation they can earn is in the form 
of a “foggey” which amounts to a 10 
per cent increase every five years. This 
scale of pay probably was in keeping 
with the times when the patrol was or- 
ganized in the early 1930s, but under to- 
day’s conditions it is not fit or just com- 
pensation for the patrolmen. Prior to 
July, 1943, every man had to supply and 
maintain his own uniforms; however, at 
that time, a $10 monthly uniform allow- 
ance was authorized. 

Topping this whole deplorable situa- 
tion is the fact that medical and hospi- 
tal service is not given by the State to 
any of these men if injured in line of 
duty, and no pension plan is provided. 
They truly are working because they 
recognize an obligation and not because 
of any security that is in sight, Careful 
consideration of this entire matter can 
produce but one question: When is the 
State of Missouri going to do something 
for its ee Highway aes .

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With Unclean Hands 


Ward’s has its day in court today—but comes 
before the court with unclean hands. 

Technically, the issues before the United States 
District Court at Chicago are the application of 
the Government for a temporary injunction re- 
straining company officers from interference 
with War Department operation of Ward prop- 
erties seized by order of the President as 
Commander in Chief, and Ward's petition that 
the executive order be vacated as a violation 


_of the fourth amendment to the Constitution. 


Actually, it fs just another chapter in Ward’s 
war of many years and on many fronts against 
the Government of the United States. — 

The public is familiar with the background of 
the instant case, but should keep in mind that 
lawing against the Government is the rule with 
Ward’s. Sewell Avery’s litigiousness has given 
its attorneys a field day for many years. 

Apparently he dotes on million-dollar libel 
suits; when Business Week criticised his labor 
policies, he sued it for that sum, but a Federal 
Judge threw the case out of court as ground- 
less. Now he has one for the same amount 
against the Chicago Sun. 

-In 1935, NRA refused to give Ward’s the Blue 
Eagle. The next year, Avery challenged the 
constitutionality of the Federal income tax law. 
Ward’s has been before the National Labor 
Relations Board 91 times, and also challenged 
the.constitutionality of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. 

Again and again, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has formally ordered Ward’s to cease and 
desist misbranding, or false and misleading 
advertising about some item. Four times has 
Avery’s company been adjudged a violator of the 
Patman Act. 

Nor did these obstructionist tactics end when 
America entered the shooting war. OPA’s price 
controls, indispensable in holding the line 
against inflation, have met with resistance from 
Ward’s from the start. 

Soon after the price ceilings vt established, 
OPA charged Ward’s with having in its 1941-42 
catalogue 434 items priced above the ceiling 
figures, and sued to enjoin such practices. 
After a full trial, Judge John P. Barnes, a 
Hoover appointee, issued a permanent injunction 
restraining Ward’s from selling any articles or 
commodities at prices in excess of general 
maximum price regulations. | 

OPA had also undertaken, for the public 
benefit, to prevent retailers fram abandoning 
sale of low-priced clothing in order to concen- 
trate on higher-priced items and skim the cream 
of the profits. Ward’s being a persistent offen- 
der, OPA brought suit to restrain them and 
Judge Barnes, who issued the injunction, said: 


The defendant (Ward’s) did not deny that 
it had done what the plaintiff (the Govern- 
ment) charged it had done, but it did deny 
that the plaintiff could prove that it had 
done what the plaintiff charged. 


So labor relations have been only one of the 
many fronts on which Ward's has been at war 
with Uncle Sam. 

H. L. Derby, president of the American 
Cyanamid Co. and formerly an industry member 
of the War Labor Board, has well said that 
“Ward has done the greatest disservice to indus- 
try and the private enterprise system of any 
concern in the United States.” This is the 
concern that has sought to wrap the Constitution 
and the flag about the pretended patriotism of 
its defiance of the nation’s war policies. 

Do Ward’s directors and stockholders realize 
the nature of their company’s course? Do they 
support the piratical policy of Sewell Avery?

Appraisal by George Smith 

If George C. Smith spoke with conventional 
optimism in part of his speech to the Sales 
Managers’ Bureau last Friday, the Chamber of 
Commerce president was soberly realistic on a 
major point. 

Government control over prices and wages 
must continue, Mr. Smith said, not only until the 
enemy is beaten on both sides of the world, but 
“well into the period of reconversion if we are 
to prevent utter economic chaos and runaway in- 
flation.” The words speak their own wisdom, 
Ceilings must last as long as goods, and the 
men to make them, are scarce. But it is gratify- 
ing to hear it said by so official a representa- 
tive of business, for some business men are flirt- 
ing dangerously with shapely visions of a quick 
killing right after V-day—which would be a sure 
way into a first-class depression. 
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On the Road to Rangoon? 

The capture of Akyab by British and Indian 
forces opens up a road upon which the signs 
point questioningly to Rangoon. 

Akyab gives the Allies the key to the Arakan 
peninsula. But because this part of Burma is 
cut off from the rest of the country by the 
Arakan mountains—being geographically a part 
of India—Akyab itself is only a sort of super- 
way-station.on the road to Rangoon. 

At this southernmost port of Burma, the Allies 
could have a sufficient port of entry and a wide 
highway of conquest up the Irrawaddy River Val- 
ley to the Northern Burma region which is al- 
ready in their hands. That the Japanese in Bur- 
ma, their numbers reduced by half since their 
triumphal overrunning of the country three years 
ago, fearfully anticipate’some such move of ulti- 
mate decisiveness is suggested by the repeated 
reports that they are considering the evacuation 
of all Burma. 

If that country can be brought into Allied hands, 
the strength with which we can strike into the 
Asian coast as a prelude to the invasion of Japan 
will be enormously heightened. 
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A Debt to St. Louis U. 


The largest pledge to the St. Louis University 
Expansion Fund so far has been made, not by a 
St. Louisan, but by a Texan. George W. Strake 
of Houston, whose education was eked out the 
hard way in three years of night classes at the 
university’s School of Commerce and Finance, 
has given $250,000 for the new Physics and 
Geophysics Building. 

The city and the State owe a debt to the uni- 
versity that can be discharged only by generous 
gifts that total to the goal of $2,000,000 for seven 
new buildings. That debt is far larger than the 
historical tradition of the school in the com- 
munity; or the fact that it has turned out 2968 


doctors, 1457 dentists and some 10,000 well- 
trained citizens since 1918; or even that its pres- 
ent enrollment of 8000 is a secular responsibility. 
- St. Louis University, by its decision last year 
to admit Negroes, after the plea of Father Heit- 
haus, struck off one of the most vicious shackles 
to progress in education. That step made it the 
first university in the State to abandon racial 
prejudice, to accept democratic equality of edu- 
cational opportunity for every man and woman, 
regardless of race or creed or color. When a 
university takes civic leadership in fighting the 
ignorance of prejudice, the community cannot be 
sparing in its gratitude. 
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Lublin vs. London 


Three of the Soviet republics for some time 
have had formal agreements with the Lublin 
Poles for an exchange of populations. It was 
to be expected that the Soviet Union itself would 
recognize the committee as a provisional govern- 
ment before the Big Three meet again, by way 
of laying bold cards on the international table. 

Naturally, we don’t like it. Unilateral actions 
on all sides have already strained Big Three ties 
to a point where they might easily have snapped 
without the stern bond of military alliance. Nor 
will American public opinion savor the implica- 
tion that Russia has created, and now recog- 
nized, a puppet government, much in the man- 
ner that Mr. Churchill has sought to impose his 
unilateral will on other countries. 

But—like it or not—the Russians have been 
smarter than Churchill. They have not recog- 
nized a “provisional government” that is Com- 
munist or dictatorial or monarchial. They have, 
instead, recognized a group, however tailor-made, 
that is clearly identified with the democratic as- 
pirations of underdog peoples all over Europe. 
Given the record of the Polish Government-in- 
Exile, which bases its glaim to legitimacy on the 
dictatorial Constitution of 1935, and the brief 
but wholly democratic record of the Lublin Poles, 
it isn’t necessary to flip a coin to decide which 
is preferable. 

The London Poles have held out to the last 
breastwork against compromise, even jettisoning 
Mikolajczyk rather than come to the agreement 
both Stalin and Churchill worked earnestly to 
effect. The implication is that the Government- 
in-Exile wants the pre-war military dictatorship 
of Poland re-established, together with all its 
Fascist trappings, its pogroms, its corrupt offi- 
cialdom, its swindling misuse of tax moneys vote 
ed for preparedness. Only Germany, of all Con- 
tinental countries, would want that kind of Po- 
land. Russia won't tolerate that kind of Poland. 

On performance, regardless of backing, Lublin 
wins the race against the future in the minds of 
all who want Fascism destroyed. 

Mr. Roosevelt, in his message, expressed ‘‘con- 
cern” over the Polish problem. That concern 
can best be eased by his public insistence that 
the London Poles face facts and make the neces- 
sary compromises for representative government 
with Lublin. His silence on this matter has 
nurtured in them a false and obstructing hope.

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Missouri's New Governor 

Congratulations and a 19-gun salute to Phil

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How Much for New Cars? 


In recent months, some members of the auto- 
mobile industry have been talking freely of post- 


war prices 25 or 30 per cent higher than pre-war. 


Now, in a survey by R. L. Polk & Co., there 
develops a difference of opinion over what 
would happen. 

A majority of dealers—53 per cent—think 
the price will make little difference in numbers 
of cars sold. They assume, apparently, that peo- 
ple will want new cars so badly that they will 
pay almost anything to get them. 

But owners disagree; 76 per cent of those can- 
vassed say they will not buy at any such price. 
Owners have discovered that there is really much 
more mileage and yearage in a car than they 
had thought possible until the war made them 
find out. A good many know of alternative uses 
for their savings—new houses, for example. 

Since the price structure of the industry is 
mostly determined by manufacturers, the deci- 
sion rests with them. They should find in favor 
of the prewar price, or at least very close to it. 
They can undoubtedly achieve it against higher 
wage rates by increased volume of production. 
Higher prices might indeed make pretty profits 
for a time. But after a little while, they would 
constrict demand for new cars, putting automo- 
bile workers out of jobs. Where that would lead, 
everyone, including automobile manufacturers, 
should know from unpleasant experience of the 
past.

Disabled or disfigured ex-service men are neither freaks to be stared 
at, nor seekers of pity, says Army General in charge of hospitaliza- 
tion and rehabilitation; they dread the family’s tears; civilians must 
let them do things for themselves and avoid misplaced solicitude. 


Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon General of the United States Army,

There are some wounds that doctors can- 
not cure—wounds to the spirit caused by 
curious or shuddering stares, prying ques- 
tions, pity and misplaced solicitude. This 
type of wound concerns the staffs of our 
Army hospitals and convalescent centers 
because they see men who have been dis- 
abled leave for their convalescent furloughs 
with high hearts and eager spirits—and all 
too often come back disheartened, pugna- 
cious or bitter. 


Some men joke about it to hide their real 
feelings. One man tells this story: He had 
been standing on the corner waiting for a 
traffic light to change when he heard two 
women whispering behind him. One said, 
“I’m sure it’s artificial—I heard it squeak.” 


He turned around and said, “Yes, lady, 
it’s a wooden leg. Want to see it?” and 
pulled up his trouser leg. To use his own 
expression, “They squealed and ran like 
hell.” 


Not Wooden Feelings 


Of course, these women hadn’t expected 
their remark to be overheard. I hope it 
taught them a lesson. Soldiers may have 
wooden legs, but it doesn’t follow that they 
have wooden feelings. 


Tears and pity are harder than curiosity 
for the men to take. The elderly gentle- 
man who dolefully patted a disabled man 
on the shoulder and said, “My poor boy, 
I feel for you,” and the motherly lady who 
burst into tears as she asked, “Where did 
you lose it?” were both, no doubt, motivated 
by honest sympathy. But think how the 
soldier trying to enjoy his furlough felt! 


Some of these very people who are the 
most inconsiderate when they meet these 
men outside the hospital might be shocked 
if they were to visit a convalescent center 
and see the rugged treatment these con- 
valescents take—and like! The insistence 
on a man’s getting along “on his own” aft- 
er adequate instruction is all part of a 
carefully planned medical program that 
aims to restore the disabled soldier’s con- 
fidence in himself and his independence of 
those around him, 


But merely restoring a handicapped sol- 
dier to physical independence is not enough. 
Measures must be taken to help these men 
back to a healthy, normal outlook and im- 
bue them with the spirit to become an as- 
set to their community when they return 
to civilian life. 


How Public Can Help 


The real test comes after the soldier 
leaves the hospital and returns to the 
world of civilians. He leaves the hospitab 
with his chin up. He thinks of himself not 
as a handicapped ex-soldier but as Johnny 
Jones, or whatever his name happens to be, 
He thinks about going home again, and 
getting out and having fun again, and 
eventually of going back to work again. 


What happens to Johnny Jones and the 
thousands of other handicapped ex-service 
men whom the war is sending home—will 
eventually be up to you. How can you help? 

First of all, control your emotions when 
you see a disabled or disfigured man on 
the street. Remember that this soldier 
wants only to be accepted as the individual 
he is. He does not need or want your pity. 
He expects and is entitled to decent con- 
sideration. He is not a freak in a side show

to be stared at and whispered about. 
Chances are he does not want to be remind- 
ed of the circumstances under which he 
was injured—whether his injury was re- 
ceived in combat overseas or in an acci- 
dent. 


If the man is your son or your husband, 
your attitude will have a lasting effect on 
his future. More than anything else when 
he leaves the hospital, a soldier dreads his 
family’s tears and pity. Don’t think of him 
as a cripple and he won't be. Let him ‘do 
things for himself. Smoothness and skill 
come only with practice and may take years 
to acquire. An over-anxious or overly pro- 
tective attitude can undermine all the good 
that has been accomplished in the hospi- 
tal, and even reduce him to a dependent 
state again. 


Right Job Important 


This does not mean that families should 
go to the other extreme of appearing un- 
concerned about the disabled soldier’s prob- 
lemg or his future. But he should be treat- 
ed like a normal, mature man. 


Next to this social reassurance, economic 
reassurance is most essential to the dis- 
abled soldier’s future. This means some- 
thing more than financial compensation 
for his injury, or Federal aid, or even job 
preference, He not only wants a job but 
wants the best he can handle. To give 
him less is sorry payment for the sacrifice 
he has made. To give him work for which 
he is not qualified is equally an injustice; 
it foredooms him to failure. 


The disabled soldier who applies for a 
job and who never worked before entering 
the Army fresh from school has matured, 
learned to take — and overcome diffi- 
culties, and probably acquired skills that 
have commercial value. 


Selective Placement Needed 


The man who was employed before he 
entered the Army may return with a high- 
er earning power than before, He may have 
increased his earning power by taking one 
of the vocational or educational training 
courses open to veterans. 


Many offices and factories already have 
a number of disabled men on their payrolls. 
Some @re taking former employes back 
without regard to their disability. This is 
just as much a mistake ag to turn them 
away. Selective placement is not only es- 
sential to the successful utilization of this 
highly valuable man power; it is a debt 
that business and industry owe our handi- 
capped soldiers, 

After employment, during the period of 
adjustment to civilian life and the new job, 
understanding on the part of the employer 
is just as essential to the handicapped ex- 
soldier as understanding on the part of his 
family. 

Every handicapped soldier has made a 
very great sacrifice. It is the grave re- 
sponsibility of us all to see that this sacri- 
fice does not limit his way of life in the 
future.

Colorful Story of Garibaldi 
“Garibaldi,” by Nina Brown Baker. (Vanguard 

Press, New York.) 

Ideally suited for this type of treatment, 
the character of Giuseppe Garibaldi is made 
the subject of fictionalized biography in an 
account derived from the standard author- 
ities. The story of this unique Italian’s life 
seems to have been derived from imagina- 
tion rather than from sober history. In 
leading his red-shirted band in a campaign 
to change the political complexion of his 
country, he set a precedent which other 
men of lesser moral stature have in recent 
years endeavored to emulate with unhappy 
results. History views Garibaldi as an 
idealistic patriot, as does the author of 
this book. 
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Spain and the Western Powers 
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O the outsider, the activities of various exiled Spanish groups 
which are hestirring themselves in anticipation of an imminent 
collapse of the Franco regime may well appear mystifying. To 
those acquainted with the past records and present theses of the’ 
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different Spanish politicians, even the irresponsible statements of a' 
Miguel Maura will not disturb the understanding of the basic situa- 


tion. But if 


the attitudes of various 


Spanish groups are clear 


enough, those of the Western democracies remain obscure. 


Both the United States and 
Great Britain have recently taken 


actions .which seem to indicate a 
change in their previous ebenev- 
olent attitude towards Franco. 
The United States recalled Carl- 
ton J. B. Hayes, who seemed often 
to be confusing the functions of 
American Ambassador to Spain 
with those of Franco’s Ambassa- 
dor to the United States. The 
British recalled Lord Templewood 
(Sir Samuel Hoare) whose name 
is a synonym for appeasement 
and whose long record in Spain 
has done nothingeto change that 
fact. 


An Opportunity Missed. 


If the United States is operat- 
ing on a policy of using diplo- 
matic recognition or lack of it as 
a means of indicating her ap- 
proval or disapproval of various 
regimes, as is certainly the case 
in Latin America, she missed an 
excellent opportunity to make it 
clear that the recall of Hayes 
means a withdrawal of support 
for Franco, if that is, indeed, its 
meaning. She had only to neglect 
to name a successor, But instead, 
Norman Armour has been given 
the assignment of replacing 
Hayes, and so it becomes difficult 
to assert that any real change 
of heart concerning Franco has 
occurred in Washington. 

It might be argued that the 
English attitude is more forth- 
right than the American, for 
while Mr. Hayes has had no harsh 
words to say of the Franco 
regime, Lord Templewood §sig- 
nalled his return to England by 
telling of Gestapo activities in 
Spain. This provided a strange 
contrast with Mr. Churchill's last 
pronouncements on Spain, which 
constituted a paean of praise for 
Franco, but only by implication; 


for Lord Templewood, after all, 
charged no misdeeds to Franco's 
account, but excoriated only the 
acts of the Germans in Spain. It 
is, of course, true that the Ges- 
tapo was able to operate only as 
it did with Spanish permission, 
but Lord Templewood forbore 
from bringing out that point. 
What is possible is that those 
British circles which have, like 


words” for France up to pow, are 
now considering, in view of his

Certainly, it is unreasonable to expect liberated Europe 
as a perfect democracy—a Utopia in which all human problems have 


been automatically solved. 
Particularly from those who 
persisted in believing st the 


Axis powers had no designs on 
this country and that, therefore, 
we had no interest in the war, 
comes the “I told you so” chorus. 
They welcome any chance to try 
to prove that their worst fears 
have now been justified and that 
our involvement in the war will 
bring us nothing but trouble. 

It will take years for Europe to 
work out her salvation; years that 
call for patience and forbearance 
from the rest of the world. Naive 
cynicism or gloating disillusion 
will not help very much. 

To strengthen the forces of 
democracy in stricken Europe, an 
organized and articulate public 
opinion is necessary in Britain 
and the United States. If such a 
public opinion makes itself felt, 
the men who implement our for- 
eign policy will have little oppor- 
tunity to fix that policy in a di- 
rection determined by their own 
prejudices. 


For a Republican Spain. 


In New York, a mass meeting 
was held last Thursday night in 
gehalf of a republican Spain. It 
is reminiscent of the period dur- 
ing the Spanish Civil War when 
liberals and leftists tried to mar- 
shal public opinion behind the 
Loyalists, who w-re resisting an 
armed rebellion backed by Hitler 
and Mussolini. 

That effort failed. This time, 
however, something new has been 
added. The meeting at .tadison 
Square Garden had the backing 
of the CIO, and the CIO demon- 
strated its political power in the 
last election. Sidney Hillman, 
who drew much of the Republican 
lightning down on his head in 
October and November, has given 
the rally his backing. 

Of course, one evening of 
speeches doesn’t make nor even 
alter a foreign policy. It is only 
through organization and educa-

a point of view that prepared us 


to emerge 


any effective body of opinion will 
ever be formed. 

But it is through such demo- 
cratic processes that changes are 
brought about. The military situa- 
tion in Africa and Europe, which | 
was a real reason for a pause at 
one time, can no longer justify 
appeasement of Franco. Evidence 
exists — replacement of Carlton 
Hayes as Ambassador to Madrid 
by Norman Armour — that the 
State Department is beginning to 
put pressure on Dictator Franco. 

In England, too, pressure 15s 
building up against postwar ap- 
peasement. At a recent Labor 
party conference, harsh criticism 
was directed at Prime Minister 
Churchill's Mediterranean policy. 


The Crisis in Greece. 


The British stand in Greece has 
deeply disturbed millions of Brit- 
ons. Even the Times has spoken 
out in protest against the effort 
to force a government unwelcome 
to many Greeks. 

This is undoubtedly the reason 
Churchill and Anthony Eden 
rushed off to Athens. It was im- 
perative to end the conflict raging 
at the’ same time that the Ger- 
mans were thrusting out with re- 
newed stiriking power. 

As this is written, the chances 
look good for at least a temporary 
truce under a regency which would 
keep the peace until the Greeks 
themselves have an opportunity to 
decide on what kind of govern- 
ment they want for the long pull. 
The tragedy is that so many lives 
were lost before this reasonable 
solution was reached, 


Prosperity and the good life will 
not be restored by a wave of the 
wand. That, incidentally, is the at- 
titude of sore of the liberated 
peoples—the rich, powerful United 
States can set everything to rights. 

There will be many disillusion- 
ments. If with cynical detachment 
we say, “I told you so,” we will

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 8 
(AP).—The 129 municipal and co- 
operative electric systems distrib- 
uting Tennessee Valley Authority 
power showed a combined net in- 
come of more than 17 per cent of 
their gross revenues, the Author- 
ity announced today. 

The report, covering the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1944, listed 
the net income at $6,363,000 and 
the gross as $36,485,000. This net 
income was $557,000 greater than 
in 1943 and permitted a transfer 
to earned surplus of $2,300,000 more 
than the preceding year. 

Included in expenses paid before 
the net income was computed was 
$1,969,000 in taxes and payments 
in lieu of taxes, $3,634,000 for de- 
preciation and $4,040,736 for in- 
terest and amortization. 

The municipal and co-operative 
systems served nearly 550,000 ulti- 
mate consumers during the year, 
an increase of 4% per cent over 
1943. Domestic consumers num- 
bered 464,063. 

Average cost of electricity to 
domestic consumers was 1.88 cents 
per kilowatt hour as compared 
with an average of 3.55 cents to 
the nation as a whole. The do- 
mestic consumers used an average 
of 1707 kilowatt hours each dur- 
ing the year as compared with a 
national average of 1117 kilowatt 
hours. 

The report stated 22 municipali- 
ties refunded $15,299,000 of out- 
standing bonds during the year, 
making possible an annual savings 
of $150,000 in interest. The com- 
posite interest on amounts. re- 
funded was reduced from 2.67 per 
cent to 1.69 per cent. 

At the close of the fiscal year, 
the long-term debt of the 129 dis- 
tributors consisted of $56,211,000 in 
bonds held by the public, $17,506,- 
000 in loans from the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration, and $3,- 
063,000 .borrowed from TVA. 

Long-term debt was reduced by 
$4,354,000 during the year, includ- 
ing retirement of $3,084,000 in. 
bonds held by the public. New 
borrowing totaled $557,000.

source of satisfaction to Canadian 
officials concerned with interna- 
tional affairs.

GLASSWARE ANTITRUST RULING 
UPHELD BY SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court today agreed 
with the findings of a lower court 
that a group of leading concerns 
in the glass container industry vio- 
lated the antitrust laws by con- 
spiring to obtain a monopoly in 
the business. The decision, how- 
ever, directed broad modifications 
of the lower court’s decree and 
absolved four individual defend- 


ants—I. J, Collins, T. C. Fulton, 
W. V. Fisher and J. D. Dilworth. 

Justice Roberts delivered the 
court's opinion in the case, with 
Justices Black and Rutledge writ- 
ing opinions in which they dis- 
sented in part. Justices Douglas, 
Murphy and Jackson took no part 
in the case, 

The concerns appealed to the 
high tribunal after the United 
States District Court in Toledo 
sustained Justice Department 
charges that the companies con- 
spired to restrain interstate trade 
involving glassware, machinery 
for the manufacture of glassware 
and patents on the machinery. In 
addition to the Hartford- -Empire 
Co., Hartford, Conn., those appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Court were:

them they had accomplished their 
mission and could withdraw with 
honor. 


“I take my hat off willingly to 
such men.” 


Discussing Allied teamwork, 
Montgomery said, “it was to me a 
remarkable thing how in the time 
of danger the Allied team rallied 
together, This thing of Allied 
solidarity is terribly important. 
Teamwork wins battles and battle 
victories win wars. 

“On our team the captain is 
Gen. Ike. I am devoted to him. 
We are great friends. We are all 
in this fight together and we must 
not allow any wedges to be driven 
between us. As an illustration of 
our friendship, the other day my 
plane was damaged, and I asked 
Ike for another, and he sent his 
own at once.” 

In questions after the confer- 
ence, Montgomery said the Ger- 
mans still were “fine soldiers” 
and formidable enemies. He cited 
the Jan. 1 attack of the Luftwaffe 
on Allied airfields as an example 
of German potentialities, saying 
“the enemy pulled a fast one on 
us.” 


Terror of Nazis. 


But this does not mean the Ger- 
man has air superiority, he con- 
tinued, and “the biggest terror of 
the German soldier is our air 
force. On good days they shoot 
up everything behind the German 
lines.” 

The Field Marhsal, in contrast 
with his press confercnces last 
summer, declined to make any 
predictions as to how long the 
war would last, or to estimate 
German capabilities. 

But “in the balance, I don’t see 
how Von Rundstedt has gained 
very much,” he said. 

He disclosed the British Sixth 
Airborne Division is one of the 
British units fighting along the 
western tip of the Belgian bulge.

THERE, AS ELSEWHERE in France,: you 
can eat well if you can afford black-market 
restaurants. There aren't many and they are 
not as expensive as those in Paris. Straight 
marketing, however, is something different, 

Staying in a villa six miles from Cannes, we 
had the advantage of a garden with potatoes 
and cabbage. A nearby village offered bread 
and some meat in exchange for ration tickets. 

There is salt to be found down there, in con- 
trast to Paris where it is non-existent. But 
there have been no potatoes in the markets for 
months. The first issue of two pounds per per- 
gon a week was made’ Christmas week. 
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PEASANTS IN THE MOUNTAINS and val- 
leys behind the Riviera continue their way 
of life, perhaps less affected by war than the 
rest of the country. They grow their jasmine 
and cart it by farm wagon up the mountain to 
Grasse, France's great perfume-making center. 

They live on the potatoes and vegetables they 
grow themselves and outwardly they seem indif- 
ferent to the great battles raging in their 
country. 

Giacomo and his wife are farmers living just 
below the villa where we were staying. We 
wheedled some potatoes and cabbage from them. 
We asked after the family. Pietro, the oldest 
gon and pride of the family, is on slave labor 
in Germany and the family never forgets it.

DIAGNOSIS: A curious thing about the human race is 
the fact that it is almost the only species of mammals that 
has constipation, neuroses and various types of insanity, The 
menopause, moreover, seems to have little effect on cattle 
or horses, because these creatures are so extroverted, they 
don’t become analytical and introspective. Thus, they don’t 
throw a figurative monkey wrench into the otherwise smooth 
functioning of their nervous system. Constipation is largely 
a psychological problem. A nervous, tense person, fearful 
of his boss or of his work or of the future, may thus develop 
spastic colitis and constipation. Furthermore, he can also 
upset his appetite @nd thus disturb the orderly input of foods 
that furnish the bulky residue conducive to regular bowel 
activity.

JUST AS YOUR STOMACH forms the habit of demand- 
ing food at regular intervals, s6 your urinary bladder and 
your bowel can also develop regular habits, especially if you 
train them properly. This training should start in infancy 
where modern, scientific mothers place the baby on a little 
toilet stool immediately after his morning meal. The entrance 
of food or liquid into the stomach starts active movements 
of the intestinal tract, with an increased likelihood of bowel 
action. This latter result is especially true of the breakfast 
meal. Therefore, get up early enough to have a leisurely 
breakfast. But unless a child or adult trains himself to heed 
these calls to go to the bathroom, he may interfere with 
nature’s orderly process, and constipation then may result. 


ROR : 

DON’T MAKE YOURSELF the slave of any organ of 
the body. *Many peofPle seem chronically worried over their 
constipation to the point where they are actually serfs to 
this portion of their anatomy. The best laxatives are a happy- 
go-lucky mental outlook, coupled with an adequate input of 
foods that contain roughage, plus a glass of warm water be- 
fore breakfast, possibly with a teaspoonful of salt therein. 
The body is a smoothly functioning physiological machine, 
if you don’t interfere with it by mental and emotional up- 
sets. n't worry about your constipation, for worry further 
increases it. And don’t become addicts to daily laxatives, 
enemas and other artificial aids. Occasionally these are O. K., 
but nature will take care of itself, if you do your part, just as 
it does for the cow or horse.

OU’'LL rate high with the male 
Yy side of your household if 

you'll bake an applesauce cake 
now and then during the winter. 
That's a cake for lusty appetites 
and if it is served in dainty por- 
tions it will be acclaimed by the 
feminine members, too. Fresh ap- 
plesauce cake baked in a tube pan 
or a loaf doesn’t cut into the 
thinnest of slices, so if you want 
to have attractive small portions 
the cake could be baked either in 
a shajlow loaf pan and then cut 
in small neat squares, or in small 
muffin tins. If the latter type of 
pan is used it will be necessary to 
bake in an oven set at least 25 
degrees lower than that recom- 
mended for the loaf cake. These 
small muffin cakes make ideal 
sweets to wrap up in waxed paper 
and tuck into lunch boxes. The 
cake, no matter how it is baked, 
should be snugly wrapped in 
waxed paper and put into an air- 
tight container (once the cake has 
cooled) to keep it moist and hold 
captive its spicy flavor and 
fragrance, 

Breakfast: Orange juice, hot oat- 
meal, pan-fried bacon, cinnamon 
toast. 

Luncheon: Tamale pie, cabbage 
slaw, pickles, bread, fresh pears. 
Tamale Pie. 

Tamale pie is a point stretcher, 
a money saver and about the most 
delightful kind of luncheon dish 
that you can serve. Stir one cup 
cold water into two cups corn- 
meal slowly to make a paste. Add 
two teaspoons salt and three pints 
boiling water. Cook over low heat 
in a heavy pot, stirring constantly 
until quite thick. Then place over 
hot water and continue to cook 
about 45 minutes until cooked 
through. Brown one thinly sliced 
onion lightly in three tablespoons 
margarine. Add one pound ham- 
burger and stir until browned. 
Add two cups fresh or canned to- 
matoes, one teaspoon salt and two 
teaspoons chili powder; cover and 
simmer 25 minutes. Cut two green 
peppers into long thin slices. Add 
to the sauce. Arrange a thick 
layer of the cooked cornmeal mush 
in a greased baking dish. Cover 
with a layer of the meat and to- 
mato chili. Cover with the re- 
maining cornmeal mush _ and 
garnish top with more of the meat 
and tomato chili. Bake in hot 
oven (400 degrees) about 20 min- 
utes. Send to the table piping hot, 
serving the extra sauce from a 
bow! at the table. 

Dinner — Pork tenderloin with 
milk gravy, mashed potatoes, but- 
tered Brussels sprouts, mixed vege- 
table salad and applesauce cake. 

Applesauce Cake. 

Sift cake flour, measure one and 
three-fourths cups and resift three 
times with one teaspoon baking 
soda, one teaspoon ground cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon ground 
cloves and one-half teaspoon salt; 
cream one-half cup shortening 
well, gradually blend in_ three- 
fourths cup sugar; add two whole 
unbeaten eggs, one at a time, beat- 
ing mixture until light after each 
addition; stir in one cup unsweet- 
ened applesauce, add flour gradu- 
ally, mixing thoroughly; add one 
cup seedless'raisins; pour batter 
into two greased eight-inch layer 
cake pans; bake at 350 degrees for 
25 minutes. Spread confectioner’s 
sugar frosting between layers and 
lightly sprinkle top with confec- 
tioner’s sugar. This cake will stay 
moist and is easily packed in 
lunches. It has no top frosting 
to stick to the waxed paper wrap- 

ing.

F you want to have a back free

smooth and lovely, you must es- 
tablish a grooming routine and 
hold to it throughout the winter. 
From November until April, at 
least, our backs are covered with 
thick clothing-at least much 
thicker than during the warmer 
months, During those months, we 
perspire freely as we exercise or 
work in heated rooms. There is 
no way for these body secretions 
to evaporate so our dresses ab- 
sorb them. This shows you why it 
is essential that your winter dress- 
es or blouses be cleaned fre- 
quently. 

Each time you bathe or shower 
you should brush your back with 
a brush and soap and rinse it 
thoroughly. A face cloth is not 
rough enough for deep pore cleans- 
ing; a brush with.a long handle 
is the ideal grooming aid. 

If you can reach, massage your 
back with a hand lotion two or 
three times weekly. If you cannot 
reach, seek the aid of another—a 
nice back rub is very soothing. 

If your back has blemishes on it 


_and if those blemishes do not van- 


ish from soap and brush washings 
in a month's time, then you must 
get a good acne lotion (one that 
is slightly medicated and very dry- 
ing) and use, the lotion at least 
every other night on your back 
after a good washing and rinsing.

The Campaign 
For Control 
Of Cancer

Logan Clendening, M. D. 
HE campaign for the control 
T of cancer is undoubtedly the 
next important business of the 
health authorities of the world. 
We have means to control it in as 
good a proportion of cases as, for 
instance, we can control pneu- 
monia provided the public is edu- 
eated to get over its fear of can- 
cer and take proper steps for 
treatment early enough. 


The three great types of seri- 
ous disease are the infections, the 
neoplasms (including cancer) and 
the degenerations. A hundred and 
fifty years ago the wisest doctors 
in the world had them all con- 
fused and were as helpless to con- 
trol any of them as a child alone 
on a darkling heath. 


Then, in 1798, came the an- 
nouncement of the control of one 
of the infections—smallpox. One 
after the other the nature of the 
infections became clear — they 
were due to this or the other kind 
of germ, they could be controlled 
by one means or another. Only a 
few are left which entirely escape 
us. Best of all, most of them can 
be controlled by public health of- 
ficers, The public does not have 
to be educated painfully genera- 
tion after generation about puri- 
fying the water supply to control 
typhoid. 
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THE DIFFICULTY of the mat- 
ter of cancer control is that the 
education of the public must be 
widespread go that each afflicted 
person will recognize the danger 
enough to seek treatment that 
will be successful. The nature of 
cancer is entirely different from 
the infections. No germs are in- 
volved, at least none have been 
identified, and we cannot turn off 
some central force, like water pol- 
lution, which will protect all pos- 
sible victims. 


The pamphlet on “Cancer: A 
Study for Laymen,” prepared for 
the Women’s Field Army of the 
American Society for the Control 
of Cancer (350 Madison avenue, 
New York, New York) wisely, I 
think, devotes a great deal] of its 
space to the fundamental biologi- 
.cal nature of the activities of the 
cells of the body. It would be dif- 
ficult for any layman to unter- 
stand the nature of cancer and its 
activities without some kKnowl- 
edge of biology and some grasp of 
what a living cell does. 

Because the nature of the in- 
fections which, as I say, we have 
almost conquered and of the pro- 
cess of inflammation which is the 
tissue change they cause, is fun- 
damentally different from the 
tissue changes of cancer, In in- 
flammation the body cells react to 
an injury and the ultimate end 
of their reaction is healing. In 
cancer the cells begin to multiply 
for no known reason and there is 
no element of healing in their in- 
tentions; what they aim at is de- 
struction. 
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IT IS IN THE NATURE of 
body cells to multiply. We each 
began as a single cell and became 
full grown organisms by the rapid 
multiplication and differentiation 
of that cell. But somewhere in 
the process some tissue tension 
began so that the process of mub 
tiplicatior was stopped. Some of 
us got to be five feet one and it 
stopped, and some of us got to be 
six feet three and it stopped. 

This tissue tension, this tend- 
ency of cell proliferation to stop 
when it has fulfilled its function 
is very mysterious. It is entirely 
absent in the cell multiplications 
of cancer and that is what makes 
cancer itself such a mystery, and 
also such a problem. 

There are certain places where 
this cell multiplication is most 
frequently likely to start and also 
the places where it is most readily 
treated, and these places we can 
all watch. One is the skin, and 
particulafly the exposed parts of 
the skin—the face, at the corners 
of the lips, eyelids and the hands. 
Any sore in these regions which 
does not show a tendency to heal, 
or weeps, or breaks open time 
after time needs medical atten- 
tion. Another is the breast, which 
I will discuss in more detail to- 
morrow. Another is the tongue.

WAS very much interested to- 
| day in talking to Judge Anna 

Moskowitz Kross, who is to be 
chairman of the Committee on 
Youth Conservation of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. The 
committee is not only going to 
study the whole situation of youth 
in this country which has led to 
increased juvenile delinquency, but 
is going to try to do something 
about it. 

The consciences of American 
men and women seem really 
stirred. Shortly there will be held 
in New York City a conference 
sponsored by a number of agen- 
cies concerned with family wel- 
fare, where the best interests of 
the family will be discussed, having 
in mind, naturally, the best devel- 
opment of the child. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 9, the Public 
Education Association and the 
New York Times will hold the first 
of three meetings at Times Hall. 
At these meetings some of the 
country’s leading educators will 
discuss child educational problems 
growing out of the war and try 
to forecast some of the problems 
we may expect in the postwar 
period. Some of the speakers will 
be President Dodd of Princeton 
University, President Day of Cor- 
nell, United States Commissioner 
of Education John Studebaker, 
President Johnson of Howard Uni- 
versity, President Warren of Sarah 
Lawrence College, Dr. George 
Zook, president of the American 
Council of Education, and Senator 
Lister Hill. . 

These speakers seem to me to 
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promise a discussion of some of 
the most difficult questions facing 
us in education today, and I am 
very glad that so many responsi- 
ble organizations are focusing on 
the ways and means by which we 
can prevent juvenile delinquency. 
It is so much better to prevent it 
than to wait until it has come 
about and we have to try to 
cure it,

deal lately anent the sad tale of 
the matches.

West led the spade king, and 
South, after a lightning glance 
at the dummy, restrained himself 
from: ruffing and blandly tossed 
the heart deuce on the trick. 
West rose to the bait without a 
second thought! He shifted to 
the heart queen so rapidly that 
a disinterested bystander might 
have been led to suppose that 
that shift was guaranteed to gain 
a couple of tricks! It didn't! 
South won with the ace, cashed 
the club ace, then led to the heart 
king and ruffed a heart. Now all 
he had to do was return to dum- 
my with a trump and discard his 
two losing diamonds on the es- 
tablished hearts.
